REAL. ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR.

The question of investment confronts 
every man who has surplus money. It 
is a dangerous thing to have idle cash, 
lying around loose; it soon evaporates, 
is spent foolishly or else the “get- 
rich-quick” artist will have it. Undi- 
gested money is not profitable, it. 
should be laid out in some form whefe 
it will yield a return in dividends, and 
in such a way that the investment will 
increase in value. People with small) 
sums should be especially careful in. 
selecting an investment, as the. loss 
means more to them than it would to’ 
a millionaire who can afford to lose a' 
considerable amount and_ “still be 
wealthy. 


Harriman went into a mining ven- 
ture out west as a side line to his rail- 
road development; he lost several mil- 
lion dollars on the deal, but it did not, 
break him. H. H. Rogers lost a big 
pile of money in a railroad venture in 
North Carolina; but he had plenty left 
over. A person with small means 
shoyld investigate every proposition 
thoroughly before going into it and 
running the risk of losing all. So 
many plausible schemes are framed up 
to tempt the small investor that he 
must be wary indeed if he even gets 
his money back, to say nothing about 
the wonderful profits that are prom- 
ised. Two weeks ago we printed a list 
of 75,000 shares of stock in 53 differ- 
ent companies, all bought by one in- 
vestor; but when he died and his estate 
was sold out by administrator, the 
whole thing brought only $5.65. * 


A few years ago frantic efforts were 
made to promote an industrial scheme 
in Atlanta, and a trade was made ex- 
changing $9,000 worth of stock for a 
piece of real.estate. In order to get 
all the ready cash possible, a loan was 
made on the real estate; the best loan 
that could be secured was $2,000. Now 
bear in mind, that the solicitor who 
sold the stock received a 20 per cent 
commission on $9,000, amounting to; 
$1,800. Also bear in mind that a fee’ 
of 5 per cent was paid for obtaining 
the loan, amounting to $100. Now 
grasp the full significance of this 
transaction; there was $9,000 worth. 
of stock outstanding, and only $100 
went into the treasury of the company. 


When stock is sold by a solicitor 
on a 20 per cent commission, it is 
worth only 80 cents on the dollar the 
day it 1s sold, provided everything else 
is as represented, and the capitaliza- 
tion exactly balances assets.’ People 
who consider buying newly issued 
stock that has never established a div- 
idend-paying record should bear this 
in mind. The average net income of 
good stock is 6 per cent, so that it 
will take more than three years’ in- 
come to catch up with par, and give 
a purchaser an even chance for his 
money... The odds are al! against the 
buyer of newly-printed stock: he rare- 
ly ever sees his original money back, 
to say nothing of a dividend.

_ One failure of a corporation with a 
large number of stockholders has a 
discouraging effect in a community. 
It .goes out all over the country that 
Atlanta is not a good place to locate, 
because one Industrial concern failed,-- 
and a great many stockholders lost ail 
the money they had put in it Wouldn't 
it be a fine idea for the Chamber of 
Commerce or other civic bodies to take 
notice whenever a big stock issue is 
being exploited; let the concern be 
investigated and the public be warned. 
In no other way could a civic body be 
so useful as in safeguarding the pub- 
lic from fraud. The state of Kansas 
has a “blue sky law” which puts re- 
strictions on the issue and sale of 
stock within the state. It would be a 
pod thing for Georgia to pass a simi- 
ar .aw.

Rosenthal Tragedy Causes Of- 
ficials to Get» Busy in 
New York City 


PUBLIC MASS. MEETING 
URGES LAW AND. ORDER 


Popular Subscription to Pro- 
vide Funds to See That Al- 
leged League Between Of- 
ficers and Vice Is Broken.

New York, August 3.—The revelae 
tions of the Rosenthal murder cage,

committee. The call was sent out over 
the signature of this ‘citizens’ commit- 
tee’’ to a large number of prominent 
men and women in all walks of life. 
Public to Provide Funds. 

A popular subscription to provide 
funds for an investigation and the em- 
ployment of lawyers and detectives Is 
included, it is understood, in the plans 
of the committee. 

While Inspector Hughes was absent

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BLALOCK REPLIES TO HODGSON |

Editor Constitution: Under the head 
of “Letters From the People” in your 
issue of July 19 an article signed by 
Harry Hodgson appears, which refers 
to two bills introduced by myself and 
Mr. Cabiness to prohibit the use of 
artificial filler in fertilizers. Per- 
sonally I have a Kindly feeling for fr. 
Hodgson, but do not believe that it is 
right for him or any other manutac- 
turer of fertilizers to add cinders, sand 
and other filler of no value. 

The bill introduced by myself simply 
provides that no cinders, sand or other 
artificial filler shall be used in fer- 
tilizers sold in this state. 

Mr. Hodgson claims the farmers are 
gradually calling for a higher grade 
of fertilizers, and in the next breath 
says that when they have been satis- 
fieqg for years with averaging around 
10—-2—-2 and 9—2—3 they cannot be 
forced by law to suddenly change the 
grades to much higher analysis and 
greater cost. Let me suggest to mr. 
Hodgson if the farmers are calling for 
a higher grade of fertilizers, it would 
be only right and proper for him as a 
manufacturer to give them what they 
demand. I do not believe that the 
farmers of Georgia are so ignorant as 
to take years for them to understand 
that the plant food in all fertilizer 
materials is derived from certain 
sources, and when they know they 
are protected by law from spurious 
and worthless mixtures they will gladly 
pay the actua! worth for genuine plant 
food.

sary in making a perfect welt shoe. 
These were the early machines of the 
Goodyear welt system, which hav: 
been the subject of constant improve- 
ment.

the asking. This equality in treat- 
ment has been and is today one of the 
cardinal principles of the company’s 
policy. 

On_ its formation the company found 
itself in possession of manufacturing 
plants in different cities, and it was 
early recognized. that the higher 
economies at which the company aim- 
ed could not be attained except 
through the centralization of its 
manufacturing interests. 

To this end a cdOmmittee, composed 
of experts from eacn factory, spent a 
full year in visiting every manufac- 
turing plant of note in the United 
States gathering the data which final- 
ly resulted in the magnificent manu- 
facturing plant owned by the company 
at Beverly, Mass. This factory hag 
become one of the show places of New 
England and engineers of prominence

Machines to the number of 450 a week 
are shipped and 20,000 machines a 
year go out. Bach machine performs 
the work of from one to a dozen men. 

One hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand pounds of steel a week is con- 
sumed. The foundry produces 30 tons 
of castings a day. The drop forge 
department makes 60,000 pleces a 
week. 

The shoe manufacturer, in his deal- 
ings with the United Shoe Machinery 
Company, is fortunate in that he does 
not have to tie up his capital by the 
purchase of his machines.

A shoe in the process of manufac- 
ture ordinarily passes through 106 dif- 
ferent pairs of hands, and is obliged 
to conform to the requirements of 58 
different machines, each performing 
with accuracy the various operations 
for which it was designed.

In the beginning the different parts 
forming the shoe upper are cut from 
carefully-selected leather: the cdges 
carefully finished; the linings and va- 
rious stays prepared, and the whole 
carefully stitched together; the eye- 
lets through which the shoe is laced 
are set in position, and the whole is 
ready to be placed over the wooden 
last, which determines the size and 
shape of the shoe. To the bottom of 
this last there has uatready oecn 
tacked, by the United Shoe Machinery 
Company's insole tacking machine, an 
insole which is just the shape of the 
bottom of the last. ‘This insole has 
been previously prepared by having a 
little slit cut along the edge on a 
slight bevel toward the center. An- 
other little slit inside the first one and 
on the opposite slant is cut, and the 
two turned outward so that they stand 
at right angles to the face of the in- 
sole. The toe box, which gives per- 
manent form to the toe of the shoe, 
is put in place, coated by a peculiar 
elastic gum, by the Rex Box Toe Com- 
pany machine, The operator now 
places the upper on the last so that 
every seam comes in just the position 
designed; and a tack driven part way 
in by the Rex assembling machine 
holds it in position at the heel. 
Now comes one of the most tmportant 
operations—the Rex pulling-over ma- 
chine draws the leather smoothly 
around the last, the operator adjusts 
the machine so that every seam in the 
upper lles at just the exact position 
intended. A second pressure on the 
foot lever-of the -machine and two 
tacks driven on each side of the toe 
hold the upper at that point securely 
in place. The Consolidated hand meth- 
od-lasting machine now draws each 
portion of the upper securely down to 
the last, taking the stretch from the 
leather, and tacks ariven automatical- 
ly but part way in hold it there. The 
toe portion is smoothly drawn around 
this part of the shoe by the ingenious 
United Shoe Machinery Company's last- 
ing machine No. 5. 


These operations are most carefully 
performed, and the lasts are not re- 
moved until the shoe is finished, so 
“Red Seal” shoes hold their shape and 
are comfortable; they are not drawn 
tightly in one place and loosely in an- 
other. The Rex upper trimming ma- 
chine now trims off all the surplus 
parts of the shoe upper and the Good- 
year singsole tack pulling machine 
withdraws the tacks which held 
the insole to the last. The shoe ‘s 
now ready to receive the welt, which 
is a narrow strip of prepared leather 
sewed along the edge of the shoe, be- 
ginning where the heel is placed and 
ending at the same spot on the oppo- 
site edge. This welt is sewed from 
inside the lip of the insole, and the 
curved needle passed through the lip, 
shoe upper, and welt, uniting all three 
securely and allowing the welt to pro- 
trude outward from the edge of the 
shoe. The needle, in making this 
stitch, does not go inside of the shoe, 
but passes through only a portion of 
the insole, and as the tacks which 
were driven but part way in in iast- 
ing are withdrawn, the shoe is left per- 
fectly smooth ineide. This part of the 
work was formerly one of the most 
difficult and laboriaus tasks in shoe- 
making. As it was performed entirely 
by hand, the drawing of each stitch 
depending upon the strength and mood 
of the workman, it is, of course, obvi- 
ous that stitches were oftentimes of 
different lengths and drawn with dif- 
ferent tensions. It is surprising how 
quickly and easily the work is done 
on the Goodyear welt sewing machine, 
model G. This famous machine has 
been the leading factor in the great 
revolution that has taken vlace in shoe 
manufacturing. Its work should be 
carefully noted; all stitches are of 
equal length and measured automatic- 
ally, the strong linen thread is thor- 
oughly waxed and drawn evenly and 
tightly, for the machine never tires— 
it draws the thread as strongly in 
the evening as in the morning. Everv 
revolution of the shuttle forms a lock- 
stitch of great strength, which ..olds 
the welt, upper and Insole securely to- 
gether. 

The Goodyear universa! inseam 
trimming machine now trims the sur- 
plus portion of the welt and upper 
smoothly down to the stitches and 
the Goodyear welt beater and slasher 
forces the welt to stand out evenly 
from the edge of the’ shoe. The Good- 
year shank welt skiver thins off the 
welt at the shank and a specially pre- 
pared material is spread over the in- 
sole to form a partial! cushion for the 
been coated with cement, is molded 
foot. The entire bottom of the shoe 
is now coated with rubber cement 
from the Star cementing machine, and 
the heavy outsole, made from the most 
carefully-tanned selected sole leather, 
the rough or flesh side of which has 
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coated with cement, is molded 
into shape and pressed securely into 
position: by the Goodyear improved 
twin Bole laying machine, where it is 
allowed to remain a sufficient time 
for the cement to set. The next 
operation is that of trimming the sole 
and welt so that they protrude a uni- 
form distance from the edge of the 
shoe, giving shape to the sole. Simul- 
taneously with the rounding operation 
the machine cuts a little channel or' 
slit along the edge of the outside: in 
much the same manner as the work’ 
was done on the insole. This portion 
of the work was formerly a very dif- 
ficult and costly operation by hand, 
but seems simplicity itself when the 
operation is performed on this ma- 
chine. The rounding operation simply' 
includes that portion of the shoe to, 
which the welt has been sewed, leay- 
ing the outside at the heel without a’ 
tension. This portion is first nailed! 
to the shoe on the Loose nailing ma- 
chine, from which small brass nails,' 
automatically driven and spaced, are! 
clinched against the steel hee! or the} 
last. The surplus portion of thei 
leather is then trimmed off on the heel 
seat rounding machine and the little! 
channel, cut by the Knife of the rough 
rounding machine, is turned up so as 
to leave the channel open for the little. 
Goodyear wuhiversal channel opening 
machine, in which a little whee] turn- 
ing very rapidly lays the lip smoothly 
back. The outsole is now sewed to 
the welt. This operation is performed 
on the Goodyear outsole rapid lock- 
stitch machine, which is very similar 
in operation to the Goodyear welt 
sewing machine used in sewing the’ 
welt to the shoe. The. asatitch, how- 
ever, is finer and extends from the 
channel which was cut for it to the 
upper side-of the welt, where it shows 
after the shoe has been finished. The 
lockstitch formed by this machine isg-a 
most durable one; using a thoroughly 
waxed thread, it holds the outsole 8 
curely in place, even after the conh- 
necting stitches have been worn off. 
It is one of the most important - 
chines in the shoemaking process/ In 
connection with this machine there is 
also a bobbin winder which winds the 
bobbin used in:the rotary Siuuttle of 
the machine. A coating of cement is 
now applied inside the channe) just 
used in stitching and after it has been 
allowed to properly set the lip is 
smoothly laid down by the Goodyear 
channel laying machine.

The Final Operation. 


The next operation ts that of level- 
ing, which is performed on the auto- 
matic sole leveling machine, one of 
the most interesting used in the shoe- 
making process. It is a double ma- 
chine, and by its use a vibrating roll 
passes over the sole of the shoe under 
heavy pressure, covering every portion 
of the sole and shank, and after com- 


pleting its operation the shoe is auto- 
matically dropped from its position be- 
neath the roll. It’ removes every pos- 
sibility of unevenness in the bottom of 
the shoe. The shoe now receives its 
heel, which, with the exception of the 
top lift, has aiready been prepared. 
It is secured In place by the American 
lightning heeling machine, by means 
of which all the heel nails are driven 
at one time and clinched inside the 
shoe. The heads of the nails are left 
protruding above the heel so as to re- 
tain the top lift, which is also pressed 
into place on this maciine. As it Is 
pressed down over the heads of the 
nails they do not show on the surface 
of the top lift. 

The next machine drives the small 
pieces of brass or metal which pro- 
tect the top lift from wear and which 
are called slugs. This is done by the 
Universal slugging machine. They are 
accurately placed in any desired num- 
ber, the machine automatically driving 
and cutting them off as they are drawn 
from a continuous coil or wire. The 
top lift, which was accurately placed 
on the heeling machine, also serves as 
a guard for the Ultima heel-trimming 
machine, in which a rapid revolving 
knife cuts away all the rough and sur- 
plus portions of the leather, leaving 
the edge of the heel smooth, with the 
exact contour intended. The edges of 
the sole are now trimmed on the model 
“A” edge-trimming machine, and a se- 
ries of indentations made along the 
surface of the welt between the 
stitches to give the shoe a much more 
pleasing appearance and finish. This 
work is done on the Goodyear welt- 
indenting and burnishing machine. 

The shoe from this point passes 
through a variety of operations, va- 
rying with the factories in which they 
are made, intending to bring every por- 
tion to the highest and most durable 
finish. After all ise completed, the last, 
which has been allowed to remain in 
the shoe, is withdrawn, and the final 
dressing and finishing is administered 
so that the shoe stands forth a perfect 
product. 

In every portion of the worki it will 
be found that wherever the highest 
grade of footwear is made, this same 
process and the same machines are 
employed, varying only in unimportant 
details, and that the Goodyear welt 
shoe is esteemed the highest type of 
footwear in appearance, comfort @nd 
wear the world has ever Knuwn.

“It is s0 patent that the policy as 
advocated by Mr. Roosevelt toward the 
negroes in the south is a political 
move, and is not sincere or consistent, 
as to insure the fact that it will be 
discounted and will fall flat in its 
general effect upon the white voters 
of the southern states.” 

Representative Burnett declared that 
the white republicans of Alabama and 
the southern estates would want some 
very strong evidence that the colonel 
is inscere in his position: with refer- 
ence to the negroes in the south. 

“They will remember,” said Colonel 
Burnett, “just what nappened rignt 
after Alabama adopted her present 
constitution, which so effectively elim- 
inated the colored vote in the state. 
It was a fond and cherished ambition 
of the republicans of Alabama build 
up a white man’s party, for they real- 
ized that in no other way could they 
'ever hope to compete with the demo- 
|cratic party. Roosevelt, then the pres- 
ident of the United States, sent his 
envoy, Senator Pritchard, to confer 
with the leading republicans of the 
state, and instructed them to form a 
white man’s party, and Senator Pritch- 
ard made an address along these lines 
before the most enthusiastic and rep- 
reSentative republican state convention 
ever held, and which body actually re- 
fused to allow the negroes to even 
look on from the gallery. They were 
termed the ‘lily whites,’ and the real 
honest, conscientious republicans of 
Alabama were very sanguine of build- 
ing up a strong party and, indeed, the 
| prospects appeared most flattering. 
“What happened? Why, in less than 
six months Roosevelt, nagged by 
Booker T. Washington and the negroes 
of the north, had reserved himself as 
he has frequently done on public ques- 
tions, and was cutting off the heads af 
officeholders who had participated in 
the ‘lily white’ convention. 


Want Iron-Clad Evidence. 


‘I am of the opinion, therefore, that 
many of the republicans of Alabama 
will be Irom Missouri on the colonels 
negro policy in the southern states, 
that they will have to have iron-clad 
| evidence of good faith before they 
‘fall for it.” 

Representative Dent declared that 
{ Roosevejt was too recent a convert to 
white supremacy in the south for even 
the followers of the third termer to 
ij} take his declaration seriously. 

: “He is-simply playing one end of 
|} the string against the other,” said Mr. 
/ Dent. “He cannot reconcile his pres- 
lent position with his past utterances 
j}and acts.

negro in the northern politics is in- 
consistent and not calculated to in- 
spire confidence in his motives. Active 
participation of the negro in politics 
is as distasteful to the white men in 
the north as it is in the south, and the 
rights of the northern negro over his 
brother of the south is not clearly de- 
fined by Mr. Roosevelt, and no legiti- 
mate reason advanced why one should 
be admitted and the other excluded 
from full fellowship in party council.” 

When asked what he thought about 
Mr. Roosevelt's present position on the 
negro question, Representative Black- 
mon said: 

“I would not be surprised at any- 
thing that Mr. Roosevelt would do or 
say. I do not believe that the white 
peole of the south who have dealt 
with this perplexing question for so 
many yearsill take kindly to the po- 
sition of Mr. Roosevelt to eliminate the 
negro politically in the south and hold 
on to him in the north Mr. Roose- 
velt says, in effect, that the wepub- 
lican party, for forty-five years, has 
undertaken to establish itself in the 
south by the negro vote, and this has 
failed. Now he proposes to use the 
southern white man for the ultimate 
benefit of the negro. I cannot believe 
that the wi.ute man of the south will 
follow the erratic and undefined views 
of Mr. Roosevelt, especially in face 
of his past negro policy, so well 
known to the people of the south who 
have had ample reasons for remember- 
ing them.” 

Representatives from other 
are equally positive that Mr. Roose- 
velt has not helped the bull moose 
cause in the south by his manifesto in 
regard to the southern negroes.

WILSON PERCHES 
ON A HIGH STOOL 


And Takes Lunch at Railway 
Station—Governor Visits 
y New York City. 


New York, August 


3.—Governor 
~s>odrow Wilson came to New York 


tonight for the first time since he be- 
came the presidential nominee on the 
democratic ticket, but scarcely a half 
dozen persons saw him. 

After a busy day at the summer cap- 
ital, Seagirt, N. J., the governor slipped 
away on a train to New York, followed 
by newspaper correspondents. 

Few people recognized him on the 
way, and when he reached the Penn- 
sylvania station he walked inconspicu- 
ously to the lunch room, where he sat 
perched on a high stool and obtained 
over the counter a sandwich and a 
glass of buttermilk. He hurried away 
within a few minutes in a taxicab to a 
local club, where he met William F. 
McCombs, chairman of the national 
democratic committee, and conferred 
with him for several hours. 

The exact purpose of the governor's 
informal visit was not divulged. The 
nominee himself denied reports of fric- 
tion, but admitted that !mportant an- 
nouncements of the campaign plans 
would follow his conference with Mr. 
McCombs. It is generally believed that 
the problem before the candidate and 
his campaign committee is the appoint- 
ment of a national treasurer, a chair- 
man of the finance committee and vice 
chairmen to preside at the various 
headquarters. Henry E. Morganthau, 
of this city, probably will be either 
treasurer or head of the finance com- 
mittee, while it is practically assured 
that Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, will 
be in charge of the western headquar- 
ters at Chicago. 

Governor Wilson intended to see to- 
night only Mr McCombs, though there 
are several members of the national 
committee in town. 

On his arrival in New York the gov- 
ernor said he was very tired, and ex- 
pected to sit up late tonight with Mr. 
McCombs, but planned to sleep well 
into the afternoon tomorrow. when he 
will go to the home of a friend, re- 
turning to Seagirt Monday. 

Shortly ‘before midnight Governor 
Wilson and National Chairman Mc- 
Combs concluded their conference. The 
governor announced that while a 
treasurer for the national campaign 
committea@had been agreed upon, his 
name would be withheld for a day or 
two until it could ‘be determined 
whether he would accept. Henry Mor- 
genthau, a wealthy real estate man of 
this city, will be chairman of the 
finance committee, the governor said, 
and Joseph E. Davies, of Wisconsin, 
secretary of the national campaign 
committee, will be tn charge at the 
Chicago headquarters. 

“I came over to New York,” said 
the governor, “for the purpose of hav- 
ing a guiet conference with Mr. Mc-

TAFT MAKING FIGHT 
FOR COMMERCE COURT 


Washington, August 3.—The possi- 
bility that President Taft will veto 
| the legislative-executive-judicial ap- 
| propriation bill if it abolishes the 
commerce court and modifies the fed- 
eral civil service was suggested to the 
senate indirectly today by Chairman 


| committee. 

| Senator Warren urged immediate 
laction on the conference report on the 
bill so it might go to the president. 

“In view of the rumors that have 
been current for several days,” he smid. 
“as to what might happen to this ‘bill 
in certain quarters, I think we ought 
to get through with it without further 
delay.” 

The senate declined to dispose of the 
report before Monday. Senator Bailey 
made a new Plea for the commerce 
court, but added that if it were abol- 
ished the five judges ought not to be 
retained on the rolls as circuit judges 
as the appropriation bill would author- 
| ize. 

Senator Cummins, in an attack on 
the civil service provisions of the Dill, 
declared the measure would “abolish 
the civil service.” 

“This bill would re-establish the old 
spoils system in all its completeness,” 
he said. “The proposition is to appoint 
for terms of seven years and at the 
‘end of that time reappointment is to 
be absolutely at the discretion of the 
head of the department. It is the 
spoils system with a change every 
seven years instead of at the end of an 
administration.” 

Senator Warren, chairman of the 
senate conferees on the bill, declared 
this would not be the effect; that the 
civil service commission has proposed 
the system and still would be in con- | 
trol of all appointments. It developed 
in the debate that one member of the 
civil service commission favored the 
changes, but that the other two did 
not. ' 


PREFERS THE ALMSHOUSE 
TO OLD CAROLINA HOME 


Mrs. Jane Green, the “wandering 
widow,” who confronted Judge Nash R. 
Broyles in the recorder’s court Friday 


morning, has decided that she had 
rather be a tenant of the Fulton coun- 
ty almshouse than to return to her old 
home in Union county, North Caro- 
lina. 

When Judge Broyles turned the 
“wandering widow’ over to the Asso- 
ciated Charities, that organization got 
busy and found out where the widow 
came from originally, and offered to 
give her free transportation back to 
her former home. Mrs. Green declined 
the offer. 

Secreary Logan offered to sécure em- 
ployment for the “wandering widow,” 
but that did not prove satisfactory 
either, and finally it was decided that 
Mrs. Green should go to the almshouse. 
So, for the time being, at least, she is 
resting there. 

The case is an illustration of one 
of the many pecuilar problems which 
confront the organization every day in 
its work. 

The solution of this particular prob- 
lem was not entirely satisfactory to 
the association, but in view of the 
widow's aversion to employment or to 
returning to her native county, it seem- 
ed the only way to do. °

The phenomenal growth of Brenau during

In the erection of buildings and provision 
for equipment for such an institution, serv- 
ice and 


adaptability are the only ends 


sought. 


In other words, parents who patronize

The management of Brenau would wel- 
come a large endowment, because it would 
make possible the establishment of special 
departments of research for which there is 
not a large demand, and which, therefore, 
cannot be operated except as the result of 
public benefaction.

Every Georgian knows how rank and indefensible is the pres- 
“system” of taxation which parodies justice and equal- 
in Georgia. 

A year or so ago, Judge John Hart, then attorney general, 
justly stigmatized it as “passing round the hat.” You give as lit- 
tle or as much as you please, according as your conscience or 
your avarice rules you, not forgetting an occasional willingness 
to let somebody else pay a large portion of your fare on the train. 

There is no way of equalizing taxation under the prevailing 
method. One county worth, let us say, $50,000,000 may contribute 
its just portion to the state’s expense account. Another county 
with property worth the same amount may pay a half or a third as 
much as the more honest county. The same principle applies to indi- 
viduals. Both counties and individuals are, of course, cheating 
other counties and individuals, sponging on them and on the state.

Boiler-Plate Associations Agree 
to a Decree of Dis- 
solution. 


Chicago, August 3.—With the filing 
of an agreed decree in a civil anti- 
trust suit against the Western News- 
paper union and the American Press 
association, the federal government tu- 
day took an advanced step under the 
Sherman law to prevent what the de- 
partment of justice regarded as the 
poss bilitv of a combination to influ- 
ence the tacught of sixty million read- 
ers of rural newspapers. 

The decree is designed to end a bit- 
ter trade war between these corpora- 
tions, which furnish “boiler plate’ and 
“ready print” to thousands of country 
newspapers. The defendants are re- 
strained from combining, or continu- 
ing alleged unfair methods in compe- 
tition which would destroy one or the 
other, and set up a complete monopoly 
for the survivor with all its potential 
power of influencing the sentiments of 
the readers of the 16,000 small news- 
papers of the United States, which it is 


estimated fall into the hands of twu- 
thirds of the people of the country. 

Pointing that an attempt was made 
in 1909. to bring about a consolidation 
of these interests, the government peti- 
tion says “the expectation was that in 
view of the great power thus acquired 
in disseminating information, the 
united property could be disposed of at 
great profit to those interested in a 
stilling certain economic ideas in the 
minds of the public, and that it was 
the design that such a disposition of it 
should be made. 

“The circulation from week to week 
of information and of articles dealing 
with 4vestions of public importance ‘s 
of itself interstate commerce, amd for 
One ccncern to acquire the power to 
distribute all such information and to 
deceive the public by its perversion is 
a serious restrain upon and a monopo- 
lizing of interstate trade and com- 
merce. Such a restraint and monopoly 
will result, unless defendants be re- 
strained from carrying on their war- 
fare against each other.” 


To Drop Hanford Case. 


Washington, August 3.—The commit- 
tee which took testimony against Fed- 
eral Judge Cornelius Hanford, at Seat- 
tle, today recommended the house judi- 
ciliary committee that the impeachment 
proceedings be hg oe and that Pres- 
ident Taft accept the Judge's resigna- 
tion. The committee on  judicary 
adopted the recommendation of its sub- 
committee, and on Monday Chairman 
Clayton will move in the house that the 
further prosecution of Judge Hanford 
be abandoned.

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“WHAT IS BEER?” QUESTION 
STILL AGITATING BREWERS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 3.—(Special.) 
“What is beer?’ This question, 
supposed to have been answered lega!- 
ly by the government some’ months 
ago, is still agitating barley raisers 
and brewers. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
former government chemist, has joined 
the fimht in behalf of the barley rais- 
ers and the great army of consumers. 
Present indications are that RKepre- 
sentative Sydney Anderson, of Minne- 
gota, will introduce a _ resolution in 
the house next week calling upon 
James Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture, to inform congress why “beer” 
has not been defined under the terms 
of the pure food law. 

The charge will be made, by infer- 
ence, in the Anderson resolution that 
the brewery interests have, through 
thetr tnfluence in certain quarters, 
succeedeg in evading the terms of the 
pure food law, although the statute 
was passed five years ago. It will 
be pointed that whiskey is now la- 
beled as to its constituents, and that 
practically all food and drug products 
@re subjected to government regula- 
tion. 

Representative Anderson wants to 
know why the product of the brewer- 
jes is not labeled as are other bever- 
ages and foods that enter into inter- 
state commerce. 

Just before he retired from public 
office, Dr. Wiley, as a member of the 
board of food and drug inspeotion, 
framed an answer to the question, 
“What is beer?” Dr. Wiley held that 
“beer is a fermented product from 
a mash, composed of barley malt and 
hops, with or without a small quanti- 
ty of unmalted cereals not exceeding 
80 per cent of the barley malt used.” 

Paens of praise for Dr. Wiley were 
sung by coneumers ang Darley rais- 
ers when the Wiley definition of beer 
wes given to the public. It was as- 
eumed that the Wiley definition of the 
term beer would be approved by the 
@octors on the pure food beard, cnd 
that in due season it would be pro- 
rmaulgated under the form of law. 

Representative Anderson ang Miss 
Alice Lakey, of Cranford, N. J., presi- 
dent of the Nationa] Consumers’ 
league, have been endeavoring to find 
out for a long time why Secretary 
Wilson has delayed in announcing a 
ruling as to what constitutes beer 
under the law. They have addressed 
letters on the subject to Secretary 
Wilson, but the replies have not been 
entirely eatisfactory. Secretary Wil- 
gon said in one of the letters to Rep- 
resentative Anderson that government 
experts were making an inquiry into 
the beer industry in this and other 
countries, in order that a conclusfon 
might be reacheg on the point in con- 
troversy that would be fair to all] in- 
terests concerned. 

Dr. Wiley sees no reason why there 
should be further inquiry. In a letter 
to Representative Anderson he made 
the e@tatement ‘that the methods of 
making beer are fully known.”

As you wil] remember, Dr. Wiley 
signed a decision on the labeling of 
beer before he left the department. 
We know that if he signed one it was 
in favor of the consumer, and in line 
with the pure food law. If he signed 
it probably one other member of the 
board signed it, ang this is why 8ec- 
retary Wilson is now having his men 
rushing about the country so as to 
serve as a pretext to reverse that de- 
Cision signed by two men. Can you 
not have the matter taken up In the 
house? Something should be done 
s00n, or else we shall have a decision 
issued that will mean another knife 
stroke for the pure food law. Please 
do something.” 

The Anderson resolution of inquiry 
will set forth that extensive hearings 
have been held for the purpose of de- 
fining the term “beer,” and such allied 
products as ale, stout, porter, etc.; 
that immediately preceding the resigc- 
nation of Dr. Wiley as a member of 
the board of food and drug inspection 
he made and signed a food inepecticn 
decision defining the tenm “beer,” etc. 
The Anderson resolution will call upon 
Secretary Wilson to inform the house 
whether such a decision has been 
made, ang if so, submit a copy of it; 
also if no such order has been issued, 
“why an official order or decision upon 
the question has not been made or 
framed.” The Anderson resolution 
will call for information as to why 
a supplemental investigation into the 
brewing has been ordered, inasmuch 
as an investigation covering a period 
of about a year was made prior to the 
date upon which Dr. Wiley defined 
beer. 

The chances are that a great hulla- 
balloo will be raiseq over the alleged 
delay of the government in defining 
beer. 

Under the pure food law the gov- 
ernment must eventually, as it did in 
the case of whisky, prescribe that 
80 ggg rebyeaggeres beer shall bear 
labels setting forth the constituents 
of the @pntent. It is charged that 
many beers now on the product are 
deficient in hop and malt content, com- 
posed largely of rice, or corn grits, 
hominy grite or glucose. Such a prod- 
uct, it is charged, generates an un‘fer- 
mented vegetable matter that sours on 
the stomach and is injurious to health. 
Representative Anderson insists that 
the consumer hes a right to know’ 
whether he is buying rice or corn 
grit Eker, otherwise known as “Dic- 
nico beer,’ or whether he is getting 
pure beer. According to Mr. Ander- 
eon it is up to the government to come 
to a decision on the beer question, 
anq intends to make an effort to 
smoke out the secretary of agricul- 
ture by bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of the house.

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JOHN SHARP WILLIAMS MAKES 
SENATE SIT UP AND TAKE NOTICE

Washington, August 3.—(Special.)— 
When John Sharp Williams, of Missis- 
sippi, arises from his seat in the front 
row on the democratic side of the 
senate chamber and addresses’ the 


ing voice, in which a sharp nasal 
twang is noticeable, everybody in the 
senate chamber looks up expectantly. 
Senator Williams, formerly the mi- 
nority leader of the house, has a man- 
ner of address and a way of phrasing 
his ideas that are unique and distinct- 
ive. He is not impressive in personal 
appearance, and his increasing deaf- 
ness is somewhat of a handicap to 
him in the rapid fire debate in which 
he still excels. 

At a Farmers’ unton picnic Mr. Wil- 
liams would probably be the most 
shabbily dressed man on the grounds, 
His black alpaca coat is usually wrin- 
kiled, his trousers always need presain: 
and his shoes always need polishing. 
If the senator from Mississippi should 
appear in the senate just once in th: 
white duck and white serge clothes and 
other fancy apparel affected by man) 
senators {n hot weather it would caus: 
an official inquiry. That is not his 
style. He never shines sartorially, an: 
never fails to shine oratorically. 

A man of wide education, with 
vast fund of exact information, vic- 
tor in a hundred legislative skir 
mishes, he combines with a Knowledge 
of statecraft a philosophic turn 0. 
mind that enriches with homely witti- 
cism and apt anecdote any subject he 
touches. 

The one word to describe John Sharp 
Williams is “quaint.” He is just that. 
Whimsical, humorous, with a penetrat- 
ing mind and quick grasp of events, 
he is a merciless critic and a danger- 
OUgs antagonist. 

He displayed all of these qualities 
in sharp perspective one day last week 
in a cutting criticism of the standpat 
republicans for their attitude toward 
the revision of the wool schedule of 
the tariff law, usually referred to as 
schedule K. With fine sarcasm he 
welcomed Senator Penrose into the 
rankg of tariff reformers, while that 
statesman grew red and redder as he 
sat well-nigh helpless under the sharp 
barbs of his merciless antagonist. 

The senator from Pennsylvania, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, and successor to Senator Al- 
drich in that position, is no pigmy in 
ability, physique or courage. Physical- 
ly he is the biggest man in the sen- 
ate, being about four times the sie of 
Mr. Williams, and a half size larger 
than Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia. 

While sending a shower of poisoned 
arrows in the direction of the big mo- 
&ul of the republican stalwarts, Sena- 
tor Williame gave no intimation in nis 
tones Or gestures that he was doing 
anything unusual. There was no mirt! 
in his voice, or in his face, though the 
entire senate was choking with sup- 
pressed laughter. 

When he exposed the fallacy of th. 
figures, Or rather the terms, used b 
Senator Penrose in his formal state- 
ment, and bowled over both Senato 
Lippitt and Senator Warren, the cham 
ber roared. 

The republican wool bill, which had 
aroused Senator Williams, was intro- 
duced, after seven months’ delay, only 
a few moments before the final vot 
Was to be taken, by agreement, in the 
senate chambDer. Upon a complicate<c 
matter, affecting a great industry, sen- 
ators were asked to accept a bill they 
had no time to read in print or care- 
fully to study. It was, as Senato: 
Newlands expressed it, “rough house 
economics.” 

Here is the way Senator William: 
treated the situation: 

Mr. Williams:. Mr. President, the 
spectacle of the senator from Penn- 
sylvania (Mr. Penrose) in the role of 
a tariff reformer is s0 astonishing that 
I hope we will be forgiven for trying 
to get some further information about 
the amendment which he has offered, 

It is rather a ourlous thing that the 
leader of that element of the repub- 
lican party which has been contend- 
ing most strenuously for taking plenty 
of time in reforming a great system 
which spells prosperity or disaster to 
the industries of the nation shoul: 
have gotten into such a hurry at this 
particular crisis. I do not think the 
amendment has been submitted very 
long. I would ask the senator from 
Pennsylvania how long? 

Mr. Penrose: The amendment has 
never been introduced in the senate 
as a bill. It was not until this morn- 
ing that I received authority from my 
colleagues to present it to this body 

I am not posing as a reformer, Mr. 
President, as the senator from Mis- 
sissippi (Mr. Williams) would assume 
and, therefore, I hope he will recover 
from his shocked sensibilities. Thi; 
amendment is the result of a gener: 
conferring and reconciling of man) 
differences. It Is based on the report 
of the tariff board. It is a measure 
of fair protection and yet a revision 
downward. 

We all concede that schedule K has 
been upon the statute books for man) 
years without practically any chang: 
Practically since the McKinley bill the 
schedule has remained as it is, wit} 
a few minor alterations.

Mr. Williams: Mr. President, when 
I intimated that this action was 
rather sudden I did not mean to ques 
tion any motive. I would not regard 
it as sudden on the part of some peo- 
ple, but coming from the source 
whence does come it Seems to me 
to be rather quick action and the 
rather volcanic injection into the sen- 
ate of new matter. 

It is sudden for the senator from 
Pennsylvania, at any rate. I remem- 
ber once Colonel Lamar said that 
somebody came to him and told hin 
that a certain old lady in Mississippi 
was dead. He said, “Is she? Why 
she must have died suddenly. I had 
not heard of it. Did she?’ The ane 
swer was, “Yes, colonel; she aled ver 
sudden for her. She was about three 
years at it, with the consumption,”’ 
(Laughter. ) 

Senator Penrose Not Posing. 

Moreover, Mr. President. I did not 
Say that the senator from Pennsylva- 
nia had been as a tariff reform- 
er.

Georgia Power company. He _ voted 
against it at first, and, the letter con- 
tinued, “during the period of the pend- 
ing application for a rehearing it !s 
stated that Attorney Oliver Starr, of 
Calhoun, was employed to represent 
the power company before the com- 
mission. Starr is a cousin of Tram- 
mell and a business partner, being 
president of a bank in Calhoun in 
which Trammell is interested.” 

Judge Flynt also charged that when 
the comptroller general precipitated a 
question between the state and the 
Western Union Telegraph company as 
to its franchise taxes, Governor Smith 
appointed Trammell to act as umpire, 
Mie state contending for a larger as- 
sessment for the tangible property, 
while the company contended for a 
smaller assessment of the tangible 
property.

Mr. Herbert fixes the blame of all 
our woes, namely, the forcing of eman- 
cipation ere times were ripe, and the 
resistance by § silave-holding states, 
upon William Lloyd Garrison, aboli- 
tion fanatic, who boasted, ‘I do not 
wish to think or speak or: write with 
moderation,” who branded the consti- 
tution (because it upheld state's rights) 
as the source of all atrocities, a cove- 
nant with death and an agreement with 
hell, and before a multitude of people 
burned it to ashes. The abolition cru- 
sade is shown to have been long as 
unpopular in the north as in the south. 
The views of Daniel Webster on the 
subject of society’s methods are pre- 
sented and some thought-crystals are 
given, such as this: “I cannot but see 
what mischief this interference with 
the south has produced,” and the fol- 
lowing sentiments of Mr. Lincoln are 
earnestly impressed upon the reader: 
“It does seem ‘to me that systems of 
Sradual emancipation might be adopt- 
ed, but for this tardiness I will not 
undertake to judge our brothers of the 
south.” Efforts in the south to this 
end are duly chronicled and empha- 
sized by the writer. 

What Abolitionists Did. 

The policy of the abolitionists is 
shown to have alienated, by its dras- 
tic methods, friends to anti-slavery 
in both sections and yet finally by 
most adroit management on the part 
of the manipulators, they succeeded in 
Securing to their leaders such perse- 
cutions as to create a revulsion of 
feeling in their favor. Opposition to 
forcing emancipation is shown to have 
caused the downfall of Daniel Web- 
Ster and favoring the extreme apboli- 
tionists to have been the making of 
W. H. Seward. Exasperated by their 
unfair and vexatious methods, south- 
ern congressmen voted down John 
Quincy Adams’ opposition to laying 
upon the table all petitions from aboli- 
tionists, thus making Adams, hitherto 


unfriendly to the movement, its cham- 
pion in congress. 

Written with the pen of a patriot 
who has the broad vision of a states- 
man and a scholar, this book of Mr. 
Herbert's supplies many hitherto dark- 
ened lights on the vital subject of the 
strife between north and south. It 
inepires the reader with a profound 
reverence for President lLincoln—it 
follows the aberrations of Americans 
on the abolition question with telling 
strength. Reading the authors splen- 
did exposition of the common desire 
in the south to get rid of slavery 
gradually, of President Linooln’s 
broadly sympathetic attitude toward 
this method and to the south gener- 
ally, of John Brown's minor bloody 
raids, as well as the effect of his at- 
tempted coup d'etat of the whirlwind 
of biased literature from Mrs. Stowe, 
Emerson, Whittier and others who 
made heroes of lawbreakers—the hu- 
manitarian must feel with Senator 
Hoar, of Massachusetts, that the time 
is come when north and south may sit 
down together and discuss fn a friend- 
ly spirit without recrimination and 
without heat,: each understanding the 
other, each striving to help the other 
as men who are bearing a common 
burden and looking forward with a 
common hope.” 

“The abolition Crusade and Its Con- 
sequences” is adapted for the enlight- 
enment of both old and young, is a 
worthy reference book for conscien- 
tious students of this phase of Amer- 
ican history from 1831-70, and would 
be a valuable addition to the historical 
course in all schools. 

An Example of Fairness. 

An example of the fairness of pres- 
entation and a sample of the simplicity 
and strength the bzook so well com- 
bines, two following quotations illus- 
trate: “The heart of the great, peace- 
loving, patriotic and therefore happy 
and contented north, was at that time 
stirred with the profoundest indigna- 
tion against the abolitionists.

“IT was the first president of this 
chapter, and for five years, the chapter 
being called for my father, I wrote to 
the war department each year and 
asked permission to decorate’ these 
graves. This permission is now on file 
here at the cemetery: ‘Give Mrs. Hal- 
sey and ladies of her chapter every fa- 
cility to decorate the graves of the 
prison dead buried tn Hainy street na- 
tional cemetery, Germantown, Phila- 
delphia.” Uniting with us in the work 
has been the Devlin post, Grand Army 
of the Republic, Philadelphia.

ON’T be afraid of your nerves. 
Make them afraid of you. Soe 
many women write me in the 

Same terrified way about thelr 
nerves that children talk about 
ghosts and “the bad man” that I have 
become convinced that they look 
upon their nerves as foes and bogies. 

The nervous system seems to them 
a great, unexplored land like that 
the maps in Columbus’s days show 
us. Have you seen maps with the 
unknown regions of Northern Eu- 
rope, of Southern Africa and the 
Western seas marked by huge wild 
beasts, or hailf-human monsters 
threatening invaders with uplifted 
swords? Yet Columbus resolutely 
set eal] for the unknown land of the 
West, discovered it, gave you the 
chance to inhabit it, and, ridding 
the world of its fear, banished the 
» grotesque figures from the maps of 
the earth. Follow me and I will, 
Columbus-like, lead you from the 
land of Aji Fear to the Land of Lit. 
tle, or of No Fear. Grasp this fact 


and make it part of your sum of 
knowledge. 

Nine-tenths of all nervous ,disor- 
ders spring from some other cause 
than the nerves themselves. Doctors 
would put it in this way: “Ninety 
per cent. of all nervous troubles are 
due to functional disorders.” MThet 
is, some faculty of the body has been 
impaired and nervousness is one of 
the resulting symptoms. Generally 
the cause is a slight one, easily re. 
moved. For instance, eye-strain 
causes much disturbance of the nerv- 
ous system. An incalculable number 
of cases of nervous irritability could 
be cured by a visit to an oculist, and 
another to an. optician. Have your 
eyes examined, and if a reliable 
oculist orders glasses buy them and 
wear them. Those well-fitted glasses 
will spare you the disfiguring net- 
work of wrinkles about the eyes that 
eye-strain causes. It will spare you 
the deep lines carved in the face by 
nervous headaches. If you live ina 
city you may be reasonably sure that 
your nervousness is caused by eye- 
strain, for every city dweller suffers 
from it. If we live on the plains our 
eyes are accustomed to looking long 
distances, If we sail the seas they 
are used to the sense of vastness that 
vision gives them. Few sailors have 
ever suffered from eye-strain. Cit; 
life cuts off our view of distant ob,- 
jects, and, since the sight is confined 
to nearby objects, a change is grad- 
ually brought about in the structure 
of the eye. This change must be 
provided against by securing the 
right sort of glasses. Unless this be 
done the nerves will surely be af- 
fected, 

Many cases of nervousness are 
caused by the unsuspected begin- 
nings of spinal curvature. Unless 
the spine is held naturally erect 
there will be an undue pressure on 
the blood vessels and consequent 
drain of the nervous force. 

Insufficient fresh air causes aene. 
mia, a lack of red corpuscles tn the 
blood, and aenemia reacts on the 
nervous system. Few persons breathe 
rightly, especially those who are 
housed in the offices, studios and 
schools in a great city. The breath- 
ing is not only not deep enough, but 
it is too slow. When the breath is 
slow and shallow the body has not 
a supply of oxygen. Nervous irrita- 
bility is often caused by too high a 
blood pressure, over-stimulating the 
brain and nerves. Many physicians 
have advised that after a person is 
forty the blood pressure should be 
tested. In this way can be learned 
his or her tendency to any disease, 
and the knowledge will, in most 
cases, enable the person to avert the 
disease. 

Nervous disturbance, unless 
checked, is llable to pass into the 
stage of nervous prostration, which 
means the collapse of the nervous 
system. Between twenty and fifty, 
when the battle for business and so- 
cial success is the flercest, is the 
time when this regretable state oc- 
curs. Danger signals of this condl- 
tion are a peevish, fault-finding spirit 
and extreme trritability. The power 
of “setting the mind” upon any one 

_thing lessens. There are frequent 
headaches. The person becomes 
“hard to get along with.” There are 
far more cases of nervous prostra- 
tion in the United States than in any 
other country. The conditions of 

ur life there cause it. You are 

igh-power engines, driving at full 
speed. What wonder that human en- 
gines, driven at such tremendous 
speed, sometimes run off the track 
and into asylums for the insane! 

Overwork was once considered a 
virtue. Now the wise folk of earth 

are seeing it as it is—a selfish vice. 
It enslaves the worker and makes of 
him a narrow-minded egotist. If you 
will work less in America you will 
do better work. Overwork causes 
nervousness, and the nervous person, 
being ill-balanced, does inferior work 
Don't let the high cast of living 


with your friends fling you off the 
track of a sane, well-ordered, 
sound-nerved life. 

Remember that excess of any kind 
impairs the nervous system Eating 
too much food will cause an upset 
of the nervous system. Drinking toe 
much of anything, except water, will 
have the same result. Cool, not ice, 
water, is good for the nerves, as well 
as all other organs of the body, and

every one should drink a great deal 
of it. Ten or twelve glasses a day 
are not too many. 

If you are nervous avold over. 
eating. Avoid alcohol. Do not “tire 
yourself out.” Be careful to eat only 
as much meat as you can comforta 
bly assimilate, for the work of dl- 
gesting meat is a tax upon the sys 
tem and takes its toll from the nerv- 
ous force. Avold large indoor assem- 
blies of any sort, for the air is liable 


to be foul. Change your work when 
you are tired. It will bring a new 
set of cells into play. 

Shun excess of any sort, for excess 
is a menace to the nerves All 
cases of breakdown have been pre 
ceded by some sort of excess, per 
haps of work, perhaps of worry, per- 
haps of pleasure. Become interested 
in something new. Most lives are 
too narrow. Stop kurrying. Stop

angel of no mean worth. How important, then, is a knowledge of the laws 
of health, the structure. and functions of the bodily organs and a compre- 
hension of dificrent diseases and their prevention and treatment! 

Nursing is a little word, but it comprises many duties, a nature fitted 
to the tasks extailed and an intelligent grasp of the great work. 

Not all of you will have opportunities to be Florence Nightingales, but 
not every home is a battlefield. Each one who feels her ability in this field 
can fill the litle niche at home, and fill it well. Let a special worker in a 
great university tell you what nursing comprises and then, with a knowl- 
edge of just what you have to do and ought to know, which is half the 
task, vow can continue one of the noblest tasks allotted by humanity to

The 
science of hygiene and public. health, 
which had its birth in the investigations 
of Pasteur, has expanded into the great 
new, popular movement of preventive 
medicine, Yet, in spite of this increase of 
knowledge, the average woman of today 
knows astonishingly (little about the 
laws which govern health, and still less 
is she able to meet and ¢n i the or- 
dinary illnesses and eme neies that 
arise in the home. Many gieat teachers 
and prophets have protested against the 
anomaious type of education that teaches 
girls music and art and mathematics 


Nightingale, whom we 

oO call._the greatest in this 
profession which she founded, made 
distinction very clear: ee sae 
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since God did not mean mothers to be 
always accompanied by doctors, there fs 
a want older and larger still. And a 
new science has been created to meet 
it, but not the accompanying art, as 
far as the households are concerned, 
though it is an art which concerns every 
family in the world. * *.* This is the 
art of health, which évery mother, girl, 
mistress, teacher, child’s nurse, every 
woman ought practically to learn. But 
she is supposed to know it by instinct, 
like a bird. Call it health nursing 
Or general nursing—what you please. 
Upon womankind the natiOnal health, 
so far as the houschold goes, depends. 
She must recognize the laws of life, the 


laws of health, as the nurse proper 
must recognize the laws of sickness, 
the symptoms of the disease or 
the symptoms, it may -be, not 
of the disease, but of the nursing. 
bad or good. * * * What is sickness? 
Sickness or disease is nature’s way of 
getting rid of the effects of conditions 
which have interfered with health. It 
is nature’s attempt to cure. We have 
to help her. * * * What is health? 
Health is not only to be well, but to be 
able to use well every power we have. 
What is nursing? Both kinds of nursing 
are to put us in the best possible con- 
ditions for nature to restore or to pre- 
serve health or to prevent or cure dis- 
ease and injury. * * * Nursing proper 
is, therefore, to help the patient suffer- 
ing from disease to live, just as health 
nursing is to keep or put the consti- 
tution of the healthy child or human 
being in such a state as to have no 
disease.”’ . 

We have geen, then, that nursing, in 
this broader sense; has always been and 
is the 
tivities of women. 
briefiy what seem to 
things for her to know. 

First, she must understand some- 
thing of the structure and function of 
the body and the way it does its work, 
so as to be able to keep the ‘‘mech- 
anism in gear,” and to recognize 
any serious departure from the nor- 
mal. Disease or dis-ease—lack of 
harmony or friction in the general 
working of the mechanism—is caused 
by some interference from without, or 
from the breaking down or improper 
functioning of some of the parts, 
Lack of, health is simply lack of 
wholeness. Every woman ought to 
know the general causes of these se- 
rious or partial breakdowns, and how 
they may be avoided by a more wise 
and skillful management of the ma- 
chine. She must. know the laws un- 
der which the healthy body works for 
greatest efficiency; how to conserve 
the strength of the weak or defective 
body, and how to devélop that vital 
resistance which will help to secure 
it against attacks from without. She 
ought to know also where these at- 
tacks usually come from. It is not 
possible to foresee and defend herself 
and others against all of them, but 
the main factors are largely under 
her control. 

These factors we are coming more and 
more to understand. The diseases that 
chiefly menace health-are the infectious 
and contagious diseases caused by living 
organisms. that thrive only under cer- 
tain conditions of temperature, moisture, 
darkness, suitable food supply, etc. 
we can deprive them of those conditions, 
they die or do not develop sufficiently 
to harm us. It is in the household that 
they find their greatest chance of propa- 
gation, and it is only by the utmost 
vigilance that their development and 
spread can be prevented. You may call 
this contro] of environment domestic 
hygtene or sanitation—whatever you 
choose; {it is essentially the work of the 
home nurse. 

Indeed, the difference between the sick 
and the well in regard to environment 
and general care is more in degree than 
kind. “The same laws of health or of 
nursing obtain among the well as among 
the sick. The breaking. of them pro-

most fundamental of all the ac-- 


duces Only a less violent consequence 
among the former than the latter.” 
Florence Nightingale observes again 
that ‘‘the symptoms or the sufferings 
generally considered to be inevitable and 
incident to the disease are very often 
not symptoms of the disease at all, but 
of something quite different—of the 
want of fresh air or of sunlight or of 
warmth or of quiet or of punctuality 
and care in the administration of diet— 
of each and of all of these.’’ So that 
the ordinary sick person demands, on 
the whole, just a more careful adjust- 
ment of the surrounding conditions, 
more expert observation, more skillful 
handling, more intelligent feeding and 
treatment and more exact attention to 
the laws which govern the body. 

One of the most essential things for 
the home nurse to know is the distinc- 


tion between those trivial conditions 
which may be safely left to nature’s 
own reparative seated and those in 
which nature’s ways have to be inter- 
preted by the skilled observer and stu- 
dent of disease, who &tects the hidden 
cause and applies the appropriate rem- 
edy. This distinction is not so simple 
as it seems. It is a safe rule to call a 
physician whenever there is doubt, 
though ignorance of the significance of 
some very cOmmon symptoms and a 
certain exaggerated apprehensiveness, 
Which seems to be a@ part of our pre- 
vailing nervousness, tend to create the 
very bad habit of running to a doctor 
with every trivial allment. 

Having consulted the expert as to the 
nature and treatment of the disease, his 
advice should be followed implicitly. It 
is always best, particularly if the patient 
is in bed, to have the orders regarding 
food, medicine, treatment, etc., written 
out, so there can be no possibility of 
mistake; and it will be well to note down 
also, according to day and hour, any 
unusual symptoms or changes which 
have been observed and when the food, 
medicines, ete., have been given. This 
is a great convenience and help to the 
physician, and it systematizes the work 
of the sickroom. It is well, even in 
slight illnesses, to say as little as pos- 
sible to the patient about her condition 
and to leave all lengthy discussions with 
doctors or friends till, well out of her 
hearing. 

In .advocating. some knowledge of 
nursing for all women, I do not believe 
that every woman will make a good 
nurse—even a good health nurse. Per- 
sonality, temperament, aptitude, sound 
health, common sense, the cool head, 
the quick eye, the light foot, the deft 
hand—all of these things go toward the 
making of the “born’’ nurse, as we 
mistakenly call her, for so many of her 
good qualities are the result not of 
native endowment, but of careful train- 
ing and serious study. But it should be 
possible for every woman to help rather 
than hinder, and to be able to step into 
the breach when there is no one else to 
depend upon. 

I am not going to enlarge upon the 
qualifications of the home nurse, except 
to emphasize the need of common 
sense in the care of one’s own health. 
Devotion ts an excellent virtue, but it 
may work against rather than for the 
patient’s good. The mother who boasts 
that she never left her child’s bedside 
during weeks of illness betrays a serious 
lack of common sense, as well as ig- 
norance of the fundamental principles 
of gooa nursing. 

The sickroom is simply the sanitary 
bedroom. Sunlight, a constant supply 
of fresh, cool air, cleanliness, quiet and 
simplicity are the main essentials. 
Walls, furnishings and floor coverings 
that do not harbor dust; restful lines 
and tints; a system of heating that in- 
Sures an equal temperature without 
direct draughts (65 to 68 degrees in the 
day and 50 degrees at night is the com- 
monly recommended temperature); a 
system of lighting that does not use up 
oxygen; light and window shades to pro- 
tect the eyes when necessary; doors and 
windows that neither creak nor rattle: 
chairs and comfortable couches—these 
are some of the things that will occur 


to most persons in thinking of the fur- 
nishing and arrangements of the sick- 
room. In addition to these, a bedside 
table, which can be adjusted in almost 
any position or angle for the tray or the 
magazine or the workbasket; or a bed 
tray, which is especially convenient for 
the serving of meals; a back rest for 
propping the convalescent up comfbrt- 
ably in bed; possibly a wheel chair, if 
the patient is able to be taken about a 
little, are all valuable accessories, 

It is very essential to have a com- 
fortable bedstead. The bedstead com- 
monly found in the home is too low for 
any one to work over constantly with- 
out danger of straining the back. This 
difficulty can be overcome by putting 
blocks under the four posts, being care- 
ful to hollow out the top of the block, 


so there is no danger of the leg slipping 
off. The mattress should be hair, if 
possible, soft, yet firm enough to give 
good support to the body. The old- 
fashioned feather bed has been banished 
completely from the sickroom, not alone 
because it got into humps and hollows, 
but because it was very unsanitary. 
Cotton sheets are usually preferred to 
linen, except in the warmest weather, 
and they should be ample in size. 

There is a knack in making a bed 
which contributes wonderfully to the 
comfort of the patient. It may make all 
the difference between a restful sleep 
and a night of tossing and wretched- 
ness—between ease and dis-ease. The 
home nurse should know how to stretch 
the sheets and tuck them firmly in; 
how to protect the mattress from accli- 
dents: how to change the linen when a 
patient is too miserable to get up; how 
to arrange pads and pillows so that 
there is support for every part, and so 
that absolute relaxation is possible, In 
all feverish conditions especially the 
bedding should be very Ught. When the 
temperature goes down, as it does usu- 
ally in the night and early morning, 
warmer clothing will be needed, and pos- 
sibly hot drinks and hot-water bottles, 
for the patient must never be allowed 
to feel chilly. 

A common mistake its made in filling 
hot-water bottles with boiling water. 
This ts hard on the bag, and it {s also 
rather dangerous for the patient; if the 
bag should spring a leak, or if the 
patient should go to sleep, there may _ be 
danger of serious burns occurring. The 
temperature of the water should not 
be above 150 degrees and the bag should 
always be covered and carefully 
watched. 

The daily bath is even more essential 
when one is in bed than when about. 
It is needed for cleanliness, for com- 
fort, and to keep the skin in good con- 
dition. The coo] bath or alcohol rub for 
feverish conditions and the hot bath in 
cases of restlessness are also very help- 
ful. It is quite — to give a sponge 
bath in bed without wetting the bedding 
or chilling the patient, and this is an- 
other art which the home nurse Ought 
to acqulre. The pressure spots or bed 
sores which contribute so much to the 
discomfort of the bed patient can be 
largely avoided by careful attention to 
bedding and cleaniiness and by frequent 
rubbing of the parts with alcohol. Great 
relief can often be obtained by using a 
rubber bed ring or cushion which 1s 
constructed on the principle of the corn 
pad. Rings to fit any part may very 
easily be made out of wadding or ab- 
sorbent cotton, covered with muslin or 
wound firmly with a bandage to keep 
them in shape. 

Constipation is particularly trouble- 
some where a patient is confined to 
bed. There are many simple dietary 
rules, exercises, treatments, etc., which 
help in correcting this condition. Some 
of these will doubtless be recommended 
by the physician in charge. It will be 
necessary sometimes to resort to the 
enema for quick ré@lief, and this is an- 
other form of treatment -which the 
home nurse should be able to give. 

The mustard foot bath is an old 
household remedy which {Is still quite 
popular in checking the earlier stages 
of colds or other inflammations or con-

gestions. Great care should be taken to 
prevent the chilling of the patient aft- 
erward. 

The temperature of the water should 
be about 110 to 115 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The proportion of mustard is about 2 
tablespoonfuls to a gallon, the mustard 
being first mixed with cold water to 
prevent lumping. 

For headache and sleeplessness a wet 
compress often brings comfort. A plece 


of cheesecloth or gauze, Tight and of open 
texture, is wrung out of ice water (with 
possibly some alcohol or vinegar in it) 
and applied to the head. It helps to re- 
duce the quantity of blood in the head, 
and thus relieves the trouble. It should 
be wrung out so that it does not drip, 
and changed every few minutes. An ice 


bag serves the same purpose and re-. 


quires less constant attention. It should 
not be filled so full as to make it heavy; 
the ice should be chipped into quite 
small lumps, and the air should be ex- 
pelled before putting on the cap, so that 
the bag will lie flat and close to the 
part. The bag should be covered with a 
handkerchief or piece of cheesecloth to 
prevent the possibility of freezing the 
skin 

Cold applications are now used more 
than poultices and plasters in inflamma- 
tory conditions, but there is still a place 
for the hot fomentation. The material 
used is some soft, coarsely woven 
woolen fabric, which retains the heat 
better than most other materials. A 
heavy coarse towel, which is used as a 
wringer, is spread over a basin, and the 
flannel is put in the middle. Boiling wa- 
ter is poured over the flannel, the towel 
is folded over it from the sides, and the 
whole can then be wrung out tightly by 
grasping the dry ends of the towel in 
either hand and twisting in opposite dil- 
rections. The flannel should not be re- 
moved from the towel till immediately 
before it is applied, so that all the heat 
can be retained. It should then be 
shaken out and applied as hot as possi- 
ble, covering it with a plece of oiled 
muslin and a piece of dry flannel or cot- 
ton wadding to keep in the heat and 
moisture. These hot fomentations give 
quick relief in colic, neuralgia and a 
number of other painful conditions. 
They are often applied to boils; but in 
this case, or where there is any break 
in the skin, boracic acid should be 
sprinkled on the cloth before the boil- 
ing water is poured over it. The fo- 
mentation should be changed every ten 
or twenty minutes to get the best re- 
sults, 

The mustard plaster is another very 
valuable home remedy for the relief of 
pain, especially where the inflammation 
is not superficial. The mustard leaf that 
is obtained from the drug stores 1s 
usually quite effective, though the home 
nurse ought to know how to make an 
apply the old domestic variety. 

The question of feeding is a most !m- 
portant one in virtually all diseases, 
though the diet is usually prescribed by 
the physician. The selection of the 
food, its preparation and serving will 
be under the direction of the home 
nurse. She should know what foods are 
most nutritious and digestible, how to 
vary the monotony of a limited diet and 
how to administer it with the least ex- 
penditure of energy to the patient, 

There ig less reliance on medicines as 
a method of treatment than there used 
to be. The home nurse would need to 
known perhaps.a dozen of the commoner 
safer preparations for use in emergen- 
cles. It is essential that she should 
know also what drugs to avoid, for the 
practice of indiscriminate dosing has 
resulted in far more harm than good. 
She ought to know the best ways of 
administering distasteful medicines, es- 


» gradual]

pecially to children; the precautions 
that ought to be observed in the han- 
dling of drugs of all kinds, and a few 
simple directions for the treatment of 
polséoning from common drugs. 

Some of the conditions that she will 
care for are iInfectivus tn thelr: nature. 
She should know how infection spreads 
In different diseases and how to care for 
dishes, clothing, excretions, etc., so as 


to minimize the danger of infection to 
herself and others. This means a 
knowledge of a few common disinfect- 
ants and the way to prepare and use 
them. 

Children vary so much from adults itn 
the way they react to disease that some 
acquaintance with’ their peculiarities 
and the management of their special 
ailments should be studied by all who 
have the care of children. Older people 
differ also in general constitution and 
habits, and the nursing care of the 
aged patient must be a matter of spe- 
cial study and consideration. Convales- 
cence is always a particularly trving 
time, requiring often almost as much 
watchfulness and intelligent care as the 
period of acute illness. The home nurse 
very often is depended upon to carry on 
the care of the patient at this stage, 
and it is well that she should under- 
stand just what a strain the whole or- 
ganism has been through and how slow 
must be the stages of readjustment and 
recovery. At the same time, the mental 
habits of illness must be shaken off 
and the health habit re-es- 
For children and adults both 
a knowledge of suitable occupations 
and entertainment for these periods of 
convalescence or of chronic Invalidism 
is almost indispensable. 

I have sketched very superficiall? the 
principa] things that every woman 
ought to know about home nursing. I 
have not dealt with the common emer- 
gencies which men and women both 
ought to be able to meet. Simple first- 
ald treatment for cuts, burns, bruises, 
fractures, sprains, hemorrhages, faint- 
ing, drowning—for all these and many 
other accidents which may occur at any 
minute in any place, every one should 
be prepared. Prompt action means the 
saving of many lives and the preven- 
tion of much needless suffering. This 
also is nursing work. 

I have spoken of the professional field 
of nursing, and have tried to show how 
it differs from this general field. It 
seems to me that ¢very woman ought to 
know, too, some of the wonderful pos- 
sibilities that have been opening up to 
the trained worker in the last few 
years. Besides the institutional posi- 
tions which demand unusual administra- 
tive ability, and the work of the privace 
nurse, which is familar to all, there is 
a rapidly increasing type of nursing 
which is largely educational and pre- 
ventive in character: municipal or board 
of health work, school nursing, infant 
welfare, tuberculosis nursing, district 
nursing and settlement work, insurance 
nursing, factory welfare work, sanitary 
inspection and many other specialties 
of the same general character. 

The nurse is becoming the most ftme 
portant factor In the whole new publie 
health movement. There is a great de 
mand for more of the type of devoted, 
intelligent, well-trained women who 
have already rendered such servi¢e in 
their profession, and it is to be hoped 
that when women generally understand 
the nature of the work, its almost Mmit- 
less possibilities, its vital interest and 
its rich returns, there will be no lack 
of earnest, intelligent volunteers, who 
will undertake the careful training 
which it demands, and make themselves 
ready to serve in this new kind of war- 
fare, which aims not to destroy. but 
“to help people to live.” ;

A large haddock should be chosen for 
Friday's dinner, to allow of some being 
left for the creamed fish for Saturday's 
breakfast. 

The fish and potatoes may be cream- 
ed together, making it easier to pre- 
pare the breakfast, eliminating extra 
ooking: utensils and as well making 
a smail amount of fish go further than 
would be the case if it were cooked 

ut the potato. 

is presumed that most people are 

vided with a fireless cooker if they 
are members of the People’s Institute 
of Domestic Science, for with its aid the 
cooking in hot weather loses half its 
difficulties. 

If one is available, let the corned beef 

. couked in it, so as to do away with 

tv for keeping up the fire, 
also because with the cooker there 
be no odor of the cooking of beef 
and cabbage. 

It was purposely planned to have the 
hot meat on Saturday, so as to have it 
ready, cold, for Sunday and lessen the 
work on that day. 

If the man of the house is in posi- 
tion to be at home for dinner all 
through the week, there is less neces- 


sity for preparfng ffé fime-Nonored Sun- 
day dinner, with its many. dishes, at- 
tendant labor and the consequent feel- 
ing of repletion which too often follows 
in its wake. 

The cabbage and beets, as well as the 
potatoes, can be prepared in the cooker, 
as also can the potted beef which is 
scheduled for the Saturday supper. 

Bring the contents of the _ different 
compartments up to the boiling point 
and cook for a few minutes over the 
fire: then place in the cooker and leave 
them, confident that they will be ready 
at the appointed time. 

The use of the fireless cooker has been 
dwelt upon at some length on this page, 
so that there is no necessity for dilat- 
ing on its functions or properties. 

The scones for supper can be baked at 
the same time as the bread and butter 
pudding, and reheated at suppertime; 
they will be equally good and more 
easily digested if this plan is followed. 

A good rule for the scones is 3 cups 
of flour, 2 teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der, half a teaspoon of Salt. 1 table- 
spoonful of butter, 1 egg and a little 
milk. 

Sift together the flour, salt and bak- 
ing powder, rub in the butter and mix 
to a soft dough with the egg and milk. 
Divide into portions and roll out from 
half to three-quarters of an incl thick. 
Cut across so that each round forms 
four three-cornered cakes. trush the 
tops over with a little of the egg and 
milk reserved for the purpose, and 
bake in a quick oven about twelve 
minutes. Be careful in brushing the 
tops of the scones that the egg does 
not ‘run over upon the cut edges, as 
this would tend to prevent the cakes

For the potted beef choose a lean piece 
of meat—round or top sirloin—cut it into 
small pleces and stew it very gently 
with a little water, either over the fire 
or in the fireless cooker, until very ten- 
der. Season with salt, whole peppers, 
part of a bay leaf or one or two cloves, 
Pass ‘it twice through a meat chopper. 
using the finest knife, then press into a 
dish, and when cold cover with melted 
butter to enrich it and to exclude the 
air. 

The cup cakes will also be made on 
Saturday while the oven is hot for the 
other baking, and, if possible, the cooky 
jar can be replenished at the same time. 
This means a busy morning; but if the 
work is properly systematized a great 
deal can be accomplished, and it is bet- 
ter to make one task of the cooking 
than to do a little each day during the 
hot months. 

So, too, a little forethought will save 
time and energy if, for example, enough 
potatoes are boiled at one time to Serve 
for two or even three meals. They can 
be served plain boiled or baked one day, 
then the remainder set aside to he pre- 
pared as lyonnaise, creamed, *hashed 
brown, scalloped or German fried. These 
varieties need only a little recooking, 
and much time and heat are saved. 

The egg and potato salad for Sunday 
night tea is one of the nicest of the 
more solid salads. Potatoes left over 
from dinner can be.utilized. Cut these 
into dice and use one hard-cooked egg to 
each cupful of potato. Season with 
a little onion salt or celery salt, which- 
ever is preferred. 

Mix well and add a generous measure

To make:a good mayonnaise dressing, 
which will keep * almost indefirritely, 
take the yolk of 1 egg, half a pint of 
salad oll, 4 tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice Or vinegar, salt and pepper or 
paprika, 

First see that all the ingredients and 
utensils to be used are thoroughly cold, 
as this will render the dressing easier 
of manipulation, 

Break the yolk of the egg into a bowl 
and add a little of the oil, stirring all 
the time it is being added, and pouring 
it in, at first, drop by drop. As soon as 
the dressing shows signs of thickening 
the oil may be added more rapidly, but 
at first it must be put in very slowly. 
Stir either with a fork, spoon or egg 
beater. The main point is to keep 
stirring. Add the lemon juice or vine- 
gar slowly, continuing the. beating all 
the time. 

It is better not to add the seasroning 
until the dressing jis to be used, as the 
mayonnaise keeps better without it In 
any case, even where it is for imme- 
diate service, be careful not to add the 
salt until] all the other ingredients are 
added to the egg. 

Tarragon or other flavored vinegars, 
such as mint or sage. may be substle 
tuted, in whole or in part, for plain vin- 
egar or ‘lemon juice, and they can be 
prepared at home, where the different 
herbs can be procured. Cut up mint or 
tarragon into a wide-mouthed jar, using 
both stem and leaves of the plant. 
Cover with cood vinegar, cover and let 
the two steep for three weeks or &@ 
month, shaking the jar occasionally. 
Strain and the vinegar is ready for use.

Upon lifting the pattern and transfer 
paper you will find a neat and accurate impression 
of the degign upon your material. f 

There are two points to observe fn this process 
If you would execute it satisfactorily. One ig to 
eee that your material is level—cut and folded by 
@ thread—and that your design is placed upon it 
evenly at every point.

SALLY LUNN. 


By Jane Eddington. 
HY Sally Lunn? Why is a muf- 
W fin batter, made with baking 
powder or soda, or a bread 
sponge to which eggs have been add- 
ed, called by this name? These are 
questions which others besides myself 
have asked themselves more than 
once, because the name has appealed 
to them. 

No cook book gave me any light on 
the subject, although nearly every 
cook book of any size has one or two 
recipes for this bread, called usually 
just Sally Lunn, but sometimes Sally 
Lunn muffins. In one cook book there 
is a Sally Lunn among the breads and 
another among the cakes. The latter, 
however, was no different from a Sally 
Lunn with yeast. 

The creoles lay claim to this a3 a 
breakfast dish, jong made, or made fa- 
mous, by one “Tante Zoe.” 

Finally it occurred to me to look 
Webster's distionary. There, after 
name, is the statement in brack- 
“From a woman, Sally Lunn, whwu 
is said to have first made the cakes 
and sold them in the streets of Bath, 
England.” The definition reads: *- 
teacake, slightly sweetened anu raiseg 
with yeast, baked in the form bis- 
cuits or in a thin loaf and msten hot 
with butter.” 
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Practices Differ 
In Making It. 


Practices differ as to how Sally Lunn 
shall be baked, but it almost al- 
ways baked in the larger cake, which 
in some parts of the country is pulled 
apart the moment it comes out of 
the oven, buttered, then put together 
again like a _ shortcake. For every 
day use it is of the quick bat- 
ter instead of raised. 

Sally Lunn Without Yeast—Almost 
any good muffin batter would do, anil 
if cream instead of the butter and milk 
is used it is ideally tender and meit- 
ing in the mouth. A common every- 
day recipe is this: Butter the size of 
an egg, two even tablespoons of sugar, 
two eggs, One cup of milk, two cups 
of flour sifted with three teaspoons 
of baking powder. Bake twenty min- 
utes. 

The muffin oven seems to be a hard 
one for the amateur to learn. The 
muffins must come up quickly or they 
will be soggy, but they must not 
brown over too hard and soon, or they 
will be raw inside. Young girls whe 
can cook many things well cannot seem 
to bake muffins right until after many 
trials, although they think they are 
following directions, which, however, 
cannot be made to fit all ovens, 
every oven has its peculiafities.

Canned Peaches. 

Drop peaches into hot water, as you 
would tomatoes, drain, peel and cut 
in halves to take out the pits. Pack 
closely in jars and have ready a cool- 
ed syrup made of one pound of sugar 
to quart of water botied fifteen 
minutes. Pour this around the peaches, 
filing the jars, put on rubber and 
seal. Put rack in wash boiler with 
a towel over it, set in cans of peaches, 
putting paper between the cans so 
they cannot touch each other. Bill 
in colq water, so that it will come 
up ciear to the necks of the cans. Heat 
slowly and-after water is at boiiing 
point let it boil ten minutes. Do not 
mind if there is a sizziing and the 
rubbers push out. They can be put 
back. After ten minutes take out cans, 
screw wp, if the tops are not already 
as tight on as possible, and turn up- 
side down to cool. If there is any 
heavy suga@r in the cans it will set- 
tle and being on the top when the 
cans are put away it will help to 
preserve the fruit. Three pounds of 
sugar and three quarts of water is 
enough to make syrup for a bushel 
of peaches if they are well packed in 
the jars. Other fruit, particularly ber- 
ries, mav be put: up in the same way. 
One who uses this method always

SALMON FROM THE CAN.

Y grocer says it is a low esti- 
mate to say that we sells 100 
cases of canned salmon, forty- 
eight cans to the case, during the 
summer season alone—perhaps§ 5,000 
cans in all. He does a large busi- 
ness, but when we realize that he is 
selling 
this product we can begin to imagine 
statistically what is the consumption 
of this fish. 

The demand for canned salmon grows 


every year, and the call for it is far | 


greater than for canned meats, sar- 
dines, or any of the other fish. This 
was formerly used chiefly by people 
who served makeshift meals, but now 
it is much used as a salad or other 
accessory to fine repasts. It is popu- 
lar with chafing dish cooks who serve 
it with lHttle or much garnished 
sauces, made dainty with grated bread 
crumbs. 

Buyers now know the red salmon is 
not the best grade. They used to think 
it was, unless they happened to be 
brought up

Because of the great demand for it 
and because of certain rather inter- 
esting but arbitrary conditions con- 
nected with the canning, the price of 
canned salmon has risen a good deal., 

The little fish cutlet—a made cutlet 
—iIs popular nowadays with a frilled 
toothpick plume of paper. The girls 
at the domestic science schools and 
the hotel chefs especially delight in 
making these. The following recipe 1s 
by one of the latter, who says “many 
kinds of fancy and palatable dishes 
may be made of salmon.”

Cutlets of Salmo 
With Peas. 


Prepare one cup of thick cream 
sauce. Have one pound of cooked sal- 
mon broken in pieces, free from skin 
and bones, and add it to the white 
sauce and let it simmer for a few 
minutes. Season to taste. Mix the 
yolks of two eggs with two table- 
spoonfuls of cream and stir this into 
the fish and cook for another minute. 
Remove from the fire and spread on a 
platter to cool. When cold form into 
cutlets, dip in flour, beaten egg and 
bread crumbs and fry in deep fat. Drain 
well and put on a platter. Surround 
them with green peas and put in 
fancy paper frills (stabs) in the cut- 
lets. 

The cream or white sauce fer these 
will need to have a scant three table- 
spoons of butter to about five table- 
spoons of flour. Precise cooks now 
reserve the name of cream sauce for 
saucea actually made with cream after 
the manner of the white sauce made 
of milk, butter and flour. 

If anyone has a good croquette re- 
cipe she can use it for her cutlets. 
The egg and cream are not necessary, 
and if a leftover and rather thin white 
sauce is used, cracker crumbs may be 
addea to thicken the mixture.

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FIRMER TONE WAS SHOWN 
IN COTTON OIL MARKET 


New York, August 3.—(Special.)— 
A firmer tone characterized cotton 
seed oil prices during the past week 
and the general market, while irregu- 
lar, presented a steadier appearance. 
There was no scarcity in the amount of 
offerings of future shipments, but the 
absorbing power was of broader dimen- 
sions and at times the demand was 
sufficient to carry values moderately 
upward. Spot and August oil were 
both scarce ang the strength in these 
positions was rather pronounced, 
Tenders on August contracts have not 
exceeded 5,000 barrels to date and 
none of the ojl deliveren reached the 
open market in quantities Ereat 
to effect prices. Receipts of 
oil from primary sources were insig- 
nificant and refiners appear to be in 
control of practically all of the re- 
maining old crop. The steady course 
of lard seemed to offset the irregulari- 
ty displayeg in cotton and from indi- 
cations it appeared as though the 
downward tendency of prices had 
finally run its course. 

Activity in the future shipments was 
not on an elaborate scale and transac- 
tions for the most part represented 
the “switching” of contracts from 
nearby to distant months It now 
seems evident that there will be no 
scarcity of actual oll before new stuff 
arrives, but the fact that refiners 
are in control of old stocks is causing 
considerable bullish gossip regarding 
the outcome of August and September 
shipments. Reports of rains in Texas 
and Oklahoma anq i!In various sections 
of the southeast had a depressing in- 
fluence on the cotton market at in- 
tervals and this was naturally 
flected, in the November-December 
shipments of oil. The strength in pure 
lard, however, put a damper on any 
serious decline and professional] vsell- 
ers experienced difficulty in forcing 
prices to a lower plane. 

Conditions prevailing in the crudg 
oil] market have shown little change 
during the week. The only offerings 
obtained were in Texas, and these 
were confined to comparatively small 
lots of September forwards. The 
searcity of crude offerings has tended 
to prevent hedge pressure on the re- 
fined market and the firm views of 
crushers had a strengthening effect

on refined prices. Sales of September 
crude oil were reported on the Dasis 
of 40c, while a few transactions in 
equal quantities of October-Novem- 
ber-December took place at 37c. No 
activity could be traceq in the south- 
east and commission houses affiliated 
with crushers in that section said that 
no offerings had been made. The 
progress of the cotton crop is, of 
course, the dominating’ influence in 
the establishment of crude oil prices, 
and from now on cotton advices will 
be watched with keen interest. 

There has been a slight expansion 
in the volume of consuming inquiries, 
although itndividual transactions are 
stil) confined to actual necessities. 
Continued strength tn the pure lard 
market has brought out a better de- 
mand for lard pound and mManu- 
facturers have beey forced to replen- 
ish thelr old stocks. The ability of 
packers to hold lard prices at 10 1-46 
is causing more confidence in lard cir- 
cles, and now that the shipment of 
hogs at western pavking points hag 
shown a material shrinkage, the mafre- 
ket for pure lard presents a healthier 
aspect.
